Pencils From Japan 


The Creation of a Lead Pencil In- 
dustry in Japan 


An unthought-of result of the war 
has been the creation of a lead pen- 
cil industry in Japan. 

In 1911 Japan imported 65,000,000 
pencils, most of which came from 
America and Germany, But with the 
opening of the European conflict 
German sources of supply were cut 
off and sative manufacturers, who 
had been producing only in compara- 
tively small quantities, seized their 
opportunity and made the most of it. 

In 1914 Japan exported over 9,- 
000,000 pencils, and in 1916 the num- 
ber had increased to 168,000,000, 

There is strong indication that 
many of the markets won by the 
Orientals will be held by them after 
the war, for they have the advantage 
of very cheap labor, Most of the 
lead which they use is imported from 
India and England,

For a couple of hours previous to 
the charge the artillery haa bombard- 
ed the Turkish lines, and it saved us 
a lot of life. They continued the 
bombardment during the charge, and 
I never hope to see anything like it 
again. The scream of the shells ov- 
erhead, the bursting of shrapnel and 
the whirr of bullets, with now and 
then a cry from one of the _ boys, 
combined to create a medley of 
sound never before experienced by 
me. It was hell while it lasted.”

nomic interests.

ager of the well known mail-order’ 
firm of Seare-Roebuck, Chicago. ' 
This firm employs a large staff of 
clerke to check up on the advertising 
carried by local newspapers through- 
out the country, and to tabulate the 
geveral community spirit evisting. | 
In communities that are lax in these 
regards, the work of flooding euch 
districts with the mail order catalogs 
and other literature begins, and, says 
the advertising manager referred to 
above, “We find that we always se~ 
cure more business in those sections.,’ 

Does this-sighify anything to the 
home merchant? 

The big mail order houses make} 
continual war upon the local mer-' 
chant in the latter’s own territory. 
Surely it is time the home merchant 
was utilizing every pousible weapon 
to put the unscrupulous enemy to 
rout, for the suke of his business, his 
dignity and the community's prosper. | 
ity.
